Friday, July 11, - 
(Before the Full Court.) 
IN APPEAL. |. : 

This was a case in -which a declsion-of Mr 
Creaxh’s was appealed against in a cise 
decided by him under the provisions of the 
Exolse Ordinance (Opium) 1868, 1879. The 
ad atated by the Magistrate. was as fol- 
lows =~ . 

~*Qn the tith June, Jn Atsz waa charged 
before me by Kung Ato, an excise offiver, 
With having in his possession a quantity of 
prepared opium contrary to the provisions 
of Ord, No. 2-of 1858. - 

“Ord, No.1 of 1879, and was by me con- 
victed under section 5 of Ord, No. 2 of 
1858 for selling. prepared opium without a 
liconse, and ordered to pay a fine of $5 or 
seven days’ imprisonment. 

“ It appears in evidence that when the 
common prepared opium has been partially 
consumed in the process of smoking there 
remains a certain amount of sediment or 
dross which when mixed with water, boiled, 
strained through paper, and reboiled, yields 
75 per cent of what is called eecond quali-y 
or dross opium. - The dross opium costs 
about three. fourths the price of the ordinary 
or first-class prepared opium, but is stronger 
in flavour than the ‘latter, and for that 
reason is preferred by some smokers. That 
there are over .a hundred smoking divans 
in different parts of Victoria, fo which 
opiam prepared from dross has beén openly 
sold without a Hoense for many years, but 
that at-the request of the present Opium 
Farmer a few of the proprietors of these 
houses have recently obtained Icenser, 
That the defendant is employed in the Ko 
Ki smoking divan situated in Wa Yan
